NEEDS. 


CHURCH AND SCHOOLS 
PROJECT LAUNCHED. 


‘* It seems that St. Paul's must become 
parent of yet another parish,” declared the 
Very Rev. ‘J. J. Flood, P.P., in the course of 
an address to a meeting of his parishioners ol 
St. Paul’s, Arran, quay, Dublin, and their 
friends which was heid yesterday afternoon in 
the Aberdeen Hall, Gresham Hotel. 

This meeting was-convened to form a com- 
mittee to organise a bazaar to raise funds 
towards the building of the Church and 
Schools of Christ the King, which it is in- 
tended to build in the Cabra district. 


Mrs. Richard Mulcahy, wife of the Minister 
for Local Government, presided, and those 
present included Mr. P. Leonard, T.D.; the 
Right Hon. the Lord Mavor, Senator A. 
Byrne; the Very Rev. J. J. Flood, P:P.; Mr. 
Kevin J. Kenny, Mr. J. Crean and Mr. 
Thomas O'Reilly (organising secretary ). 

Mr. Kevin M. Kenny (hon. secretary) read 
letters regretting absence which had been re- 
ceived from Her Excellency Mrs. James 
MeNeill, General Richard Mulcahy, T.D.; Dr. 
O’ Higgins, T.D., and others. 

‘* The dimensions of the Cabra portion of 
the parish are increasing so rapidly,’’ said the 
Very Rev. J. J. Flood, “ that a new church 

a new throne of Christ—is needed.’’ Soon 
the population of this area would reach seven 
thousand souls—seven thousand for whom a 


church and schools would have to be provided 
for at once. The facilities existing of worship 
and education were totally inadequate to meet 
those growing needs. Within recent weeks 
great difficulty had been experienced by many 
parents, and children to the number of over 
three hundred had had great hardship and in- 
convenience in seeking admission to distant 
schools. 


HUGE SUM NECESSARY. 

What he desired was their active help to 
fill this need, and to form committees to 
devise ways and means by which they might 
collect the huge sum necessary to the carrying 
out of their objects. “ When this church has 
been erected.’’ concluded the Very Rev. 
Father Flood, ‘‘ it will be the first in Leinster 
to be dedicated to Christ under His title of 
King, a signal honour to our parish and city.” 

A motion was proposed by the Lord Mayor, 
that the meeting should constitute itself into 
a committee for the purpose of organising a 
bazaar and an Irish industrial exhibition to 


raise funds for the construction of the church 
and schools at Cabra, the date and venue of 
which should be fixed by the Executive Com- 
mittee which would later be appointed. 

Having sketched the housing development 
in the Cabra area, the speaker drew attention 
to the fact that over two thousand families 
had been settled in new dwellings in this 
district during recent years. There were 
roughly eight to nine thousand additional 
people to be provided for in their spiritual 
and educational necessities, and a great re- 
sponsibility had, therefore, fallen on Father 
Flood to cater for 
flock. 


THOUSAND HOUSES A YEAR. 

TheCorporation were going to make a special 
effort to ‘house an additional thousand 
families in the area every year. 

“ We are anxious to have your support in 
our housing schemes.’’ declared the Lord 
Mayor in conclusion. At present the houses 
which we are constructing are not an economic 
proposition.’’ These dwellings were being let 
to people who were too poor to be in the posi-

tion to pay a rent in proportion to the value 
of the property. Next year, probably, they 
would have to call upon the ratepayers to 
assist them in their housing schemes.

COLORADO BEETLE 
IN FRANCE. 


BRITISH PROTECTIVE 
MEASURES. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Sir 
John Gilmour (Minister of Agriculture) was 
asked if his attention had been called to the 
rapid spread of Colorado beetle in France 
towards the Channel coast, and what action 
he was taking to protect our potato crops 
from this serious danger. 

Sir John Gilmour replied that the situation 
had caused him much anxiety. He proposed 
in the next few days to make an order under 
the Destructive Insects and Pests Act to 
prohibit totally, as from 15th March, the 
entry of potatoes grown anywhere in France, 
and nursery stock and living plants grown 
within 200 kilometres of any place where the 
Colorado beetle is known to exist, and to 
prohibit from 15th March to 14th October, in 
each year, the entry of raw vegetables grown 
within the same area. 
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CIVIL SERVICE AND THE 
BOND, CUTS.

The recent cut in the cost of living bonus 
of civil servants which came into operation 
on September Ist last is still the subject of 
discussion. 

The petition which it is proposed to send 
to President Cosgrave on the matter was con- 
sidered yesterday at a meeting of the Cost of 
Living Bonus Joint Committee—which re- 
presents the Post Office Clerical Workers’ 
Union, the Post Office Workers’ Union, and 
the Civil Service Federation—and arrange- 
ments were made for having it presented at 
an early date. 

The Irish Trade Union ‘Congress, as 
already reported by me, has ,intervened in 
the matter, particularly with jregard to the 
refusal of Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, 
to receive the representatives of the unions 
catering for the members of the service. 
As yet, nothing definite has resulted from 
this step. 

The Cost of Living Bonus Joint Com- 
mittee is, I understand, still pursuing its 
claim for a full investigation of the method 
of compiling the cost of living index figure, 
and the suspension of further cuts pending 
the rgsult of the investigation. It is quite 
likely that more will be heard of the matter 
when the Dail resumes this month. 


TEMPORARY WORK 
ONLY. 


POST OFFICE AND THE 
DISMISSALS. 


By Our LAROUR CoRRESPONDENT. 


Yesterday I further investigated the case 
of the 200 members of the Post Office 
Engineering Department whose services were 
dispensed with betweeeg June and September 
last on the grounds of economy. 

At the General Post Office I was informed 
that some years ago the Post Office under- 
took a big development scheme all over the 
country in connection with the telephone ser- 
vice. That scheme involved the laying down 
of miles of cable and pipes as a provision 
for any calls that may be made for tele- 
phone service by prospective subscribers. The 
work has now been completed, and all that 
now remained to be done was to link the 
houses of new subscribers with these cables. 

This being so, no further work could be 
found for the men affected. It was ex- 
plained that when the men were starting 
work they fully understood that the work 
was of a temporary character. It was re- 
gretted that the men, particularly those with 
families, should be rendered idle, but the 
Post Office had no work to substantiate 
their retention. 

Mr. Norton, general secretary of the Post 
Office Workers’ Union, told me that his 
union was giving attention to the case of 
the men attached to his union who were dis- 
missed, and everything possible would be 
done for them by the union.

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SHIP-BREAKING 
ATG QUEENSTOWN. 


By a Specrat CORRESPONDENT. 


AULBOWLINE—which for the last 
few years has worn a depressing air 


of departed industry—is now on the 
way towards becoming its old self again. 
It is true, that the great storehouses still 
remain empty; they were built by the British 
naval authorities for their own purposes, and 
now it seems unlikely that they will ever 
be wanted again. But the dockyard itself 


The work of demolition. 


is full of activity, and as one comes down 
the hill into Queenstown one can see ships 
lying in the basin, and hear the sounds of 
the ship-breakers at work. 

To go over Haulbowline is a curious ex- 
perience. Tne whole ground seems to be 
littered with the remnants of  ships— 
funnels, boilers, davits and nondescript 
pieces of metal of every sort. Here and 
there one comes across groups of workmen 
with  oxy-acetylene blowpipes, cutting 
through rusty steel plates as if they were so 
many pieces of cardboard. A great part of 
the industry at Haulbowline consists in 
Lreaking up old ships for scrap-iron; and, 
while it seems an immense task to reduce a 
whole steamer to small fragments, it 1s 


At present the ship-breakers are busily 
engaged on the Circassia, a large Anchor 
liner which arrived at the Dockyard a few 
weeks ago. ‘The actual demolition has not 
started yet; for there is always a great deal 
of preliminary work to be done before this 
can commence. A public auction disposes of 
nearly all the movable fittings, some of 
which are used again on other ships. A good 
deal of the furniture is bought up locally, 
and many of the public-houses and smaller 
hotels in Cork contain chairs and tables that 
originally came from some steamship. 

When I saw the Circassia she was 
already well through the second stage, which 
is the removal of everything else except the 
ironwork. Seen from the dock, she did not 
seem to have snffered much, but inside she 
was already hardly recognisable as a 
ship. The staterooms and cabins’ were 
being demolished, and the wooden decks 
torn up, revealing the metal plates under- 
neath. When this is over the ship-breakers 
will start their work in earnest, and in a few 
months’ time there will be nothing left of the 
Circassia but broken pieces of steel and cast- 
iron. 


REFITTING. 


Haulbowline is not solely concerned with- 


ship-breaking, and a good deal of work is 
also carried out in refitting steamers at the 
dry dock. In addition to this it acts as a 
“service garage ” for ships which have had 
to be laid up owing to the depression in trade. 
At the present moment there are five such 
steamers in the docks, and they are being 
looked after there until shipping conditions 
improve. 

In recent months, also, Haulbowline has 
become a great centre for oil and petroleum 
distribution. Previous to the establishment 
of the Free State there were a number of 
tanks on the island which were used by the 
British Admiralty. These have been lying 
idle since 1922, but they were taken over this 
year by Messrs Moore and George, Ltd. 


OIL DISTRIBUTION. 


Under their supervision, Haulbowline has 
now become an ‘intermediate reception 
dépót ” for large cargoes of oil. Owing to 
draught limitations, there are many ports in 
England and the Continent which a large oil 
tanker is unable to enter, such as Avonmouth, 
Preston and Poole. The cargo, therefore, is 
received at Haulbowline, and .is distributed 
in smaller lots as required to the various 
ports. 

There is room at Haulbowline for 15,000 
tons of clean oi] and 4,000 tons of dirty oil. 
but, although the installation has only been 
in operation for a short time the 
demand for space has exceeded expecta- 
tions. Owing to this, it may become 
necessary in the near future to construct a 
shore terminal on the mainland, connected 
to the island with a pipe-line under the bed 
of the river. 

Geographically, Haulhowline is claimed to 
be ideal for such distribution work, and 
economically it has the advantage that the 
dues charged on oil cargoes are extremely low 
as compared with those operating in other

BALLINASLOE, Tuesday. 

_ Troopers for Belgium and Switzerland were 
hased at the horse fair, which was con- 
ed in the streets of Ballinasloe to-day. 

Prices for these averaged about £30. There 

was also a fair demand for work horses for 

the farm and for vans. For town deliveries 
certain business houses are finding the motor 
delivery van unsuitable, and are going back 
to horse-drawn vehicles. Horses suited for 
this work ‘are therefore in demand, and at 
this fair realised from £12 to £20, according 
to age and quality. There was virtually no 
demand for three and four-year-old half-bred 
untrained colts or fillies, but for a six-year- 
old hunter of good type £70 was obtained. 

Mr. Cuttell, of Tulsk, sold a strong gelding, 

five off, for £60, but, generally speaking, the 

demand for horses of this description was 
poor. For one four-year-old unbroken colt 
£120 was offered and refused. 

The absence of such well-known English 
buyers as Mr. Oliver Dixon and Mr. John 
Gale told its own tale of insufficient money 
being available for the purchase of hunters 
in England. As a matter of fact, the horse 
trade was never so bad in the memory of 
many who visit this October event regularly. 


SHEEP PRICES. 


The sheep fair, which opened to-day, was 
a poor one for sellers, and values all over 
showed a decline of a guinea per head on 
last year’s level. The position may be 
summed up by saying that, although there 
was a slow, dragging trade, a good clearance 
was effected, most of the lots being purchased 
for Leinster, from which there was a goo 
contingent of buyers. ‘Two-year-old wethers 
ranged from 40s. to 55s., the latter po 
heing obtained in several instances for sheep 
in good condition. Wether hoggets brought 
from 35s. to 42s. each, and ewe hoggets up to 
36s., but generally there was not much dis- 
tinction in the matter of values between ewe 
and wether hoggets. White-faced long-woolled 
lambs brought from 15s. to 31s. per head, this 
being the top price of the section, while 
cross-bred lambs changed hands at 20s. to 
23s. Not only were these prices lower than 
last vear, but they also showed a decline on 
the rates ruling in September, before the fall 
in sterling took place. 

Mr. Cegavin bought a lot of two-shear 
wethers at 42s., and Mr. J. Bruton a useful 
selection of 200 at an average of 40s. Ewes 
ranged from 34s. to 40s., with an average of 
35s. Messrs. Blelien Bros., of Lakefield and 
Barnavilla. sold 400 two-shear wethers at the 
top price of 55s. Mr, M. Mannion, Kilfeacle, 
sold 50 lambs at 30s., while other sellers 
disposetl of lambs at 24s. to 33s., Mr. John 
Dooley, Cappatogel, getting 28s. each for 100 
lambs. Mr. Butler, of Messrs. Duffy, Mangan 
and Butler bought i10 two-shear wethers 
from Mr. Jennings, Liskelly, Aughrim, 
at 55s.. and Mr. Plunkett a smaller Jot from 
Mr. Glynn, Loughrea, at 4%. 6d. Mr. M. 
Burke bought some nice wethers from Mr. 
Laurence Conway, Loughrea, at 55s. 

In addition to the buyers already named, 
there were present representatives of Messrs. 
John P. Cuffe, Ltd.; Michael Smith, Trim; 
W. H. Wilkinson, Denis Fay and Sons, 
Patrick Barr. 

Supplies were exceptionally small, and, if 
not the smallest on record, were certainly 
very poor compared with the great October 
Fair of twenty years ago in 1911, when 
there were 30.529 sheep on offer, and 20.271 
were sold, wethers ranging from 24s. to 50s. 
and ewes from 22s. to 41s. In those far-off 
days, however, money had three times its 
present purchasing power, and costs were 
not so high as they are now. 

Although only but a shadow of its former 
self. Ballinasloe October Fair is still re- 
girded as an event of prime importance im 
the matter of live stock prices, but, as far 
as sheep are concerned, it is now being out- 
cone by the September Fair, and also to 
some extent by. the important fair of Tuam. 
The edge of the Fair Green continues, as 
usual, to be the rendezvous of = gipsy 
caravans, which include _ basket-makers, 
fortune-tellers and others, as well as round- 
abouts and other side shows, but the caravans 
are not so numerous. 

What is known as the Hill Fair for sheep 
from small farmers will take place to-morrow. 


GAP RETURNS. 


According to the gap returns, 6,773 sheep 
were sold and 890 unsold to-day, while 60 
horses were sold and 35 unsold. This does not 
represent the number of horses sold altogether, 
as many changed hands yesterday, for which 
no gap returns are available. There is a

“UNDER WAY” OR 
“UNDER WEIGH.” 


LIFFEY STILL BUSY. 


From Our HARBOUR CoRRESPONDENT. 
HOULD the reader, wearied, perhaps, 
S with over the cobblestones 
which still pave the quays on the south 
side of the Liffey, decide to explore the in- 
terior of a little tavern near by, his interest 
would be sroused by the sight of a wire bird- 
cage resting on one of the shelves behind the 
counter, It is no ordinary cage ; for iis sha 
is a very good representation of a vessel's 
hull.

In this house, by listening to the conversa- 
tion of the schooner men, who drift in 
occasionally when their vessels are berthed 
in the vicinity, one can at times obtain a 
glimpse of a life which might belong to 
another race. It is, indeed, a maritime race, 
composed of men who are life-long prisoners 
of the sea. ometimes unexpected subjects 
crop up for discussion. 
our representative chanced to overhear an 
argument between two skippers as to whether 
a ship should be described in her log as 
being “under way” or “under weigh,’ 
after she had cast off her moorings or hove 
up her anchor. 

The problem was solved by the arrival of 
another mariner, who, when appealed to, ex- 
piained that the words “way” and 
‘weigh ” had totally different meanings. 
“ Way’ refers to the progress made by a 
vessel through the water, as illustrated by 
such words as “ headway,” “‘ leeway,’ and 
“sternway.”” “ Weigh,’ however, is never 
used with reference to the ship herself, but 
applies solely to the anchor. It is taken from 
the Anglo-Saxon word, '' Woeg,’’ meaning to 
carry. Hence, when the anchor 1s aweigh 
it is being carried by the ship instead ol 
lying on the bottom. 


THE CALL OF THE SEA. — 

Last week the oil tanker, Russoilprod, 
belonging to the Russian Oil Products Com- 
pany, paid a visit to the Liffey. One can 
understand the feelings of the old quayside 
critic who, having laboriously spelled out 
the name with eyes that are “not what 
they used to be, sir,” sighed and shook his 
head sadly. He was compensated to a 
certain extent, however, by the arrivals of 
the Rosabelle, the Queenie and the Elsie 
Anne. 

During the week-end the call of the sea 
manifested itself to such an extent that about 
thirty vessels cast off their moorings and 
wandered off on the bosom of the deep. It 
is this power which enables the ship to hold 
her everlasting fascination. At one moment 
she is part of the earth, immovable as the 
quays to which she is moored. Men pass on 
board and depart as easily as they can enter 
or leave a goods-shed. An hour later, may be, 
all is changed. She has become a detached 
fragment o 
trespass except those who left with her, and, 
like some lonely planet, she moves swiitly 
along her invisible path. | 

The departure of such bulky tonnage as 
the Norwegian steamer, Greenland, and the 
large oil tanker, British Trader, on Monday, 
left the Alexandra Basin looking rather 
empty. The Bradfyne, of Bideford, how- 
ever—pleased, no doubt, at finding a com- 
fortable berth after a run from Portland, 
Oregon, with her cargo of wheat—ensconced 
herself snugly in the dock on the following 
day, and incidentally occupied 400 feet of 
quayside in so doing. She has a registered 
tonnage of 2,871 tons, and is under the 
command of Captain Dixon. Her owners 
are the Leeds Shipping Company, of Cardiff. 


HIGH TONNAGE AVERAGE. 

Her size suddenly appeared to undergo 
sort of shrinking process with the entrance 
of the Fanad Head, boasting a tonnage of 
3,285 tons register, which arrived from Mon- 
treal with general cargo. Actually, the length 
of the Fanad Head is ten feet shorter than that 
of the Bradfyne, but her greater tonnage is 
due to a deeper draught. She had discharged 

rt of her cargo at Belfast, thus account- 
ing for the lofty appearance of her 
hull, Captain Finlay is in command. 
The Almenara, of Glasgow, brought us a 
whiff of the Mediterranean on the same day, 
with a general cargo from Leghorn and 
Valencia. 

The high tonnage average with which the 
Liffey has been favoured during the past fort- 
night was maintained by the arrivals of the 
Liverpool oi) tanker Luminetta, 3,690 tons 
register, and the ‘11,956 tons of the Dunmore 
Head. The Luminetta loaded her cargo of 
motor spirit at Constanza, and visited Avon- 
mouth and Portishead before calling at the 
Liffev. One cannot help marvelling at the 
running machinery of these oil tankers. It

“SALOME” PRODUCED 


IN LONDON. 


AUDIENCE NOT VERY 
ENTHUSIASTIC.

From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
LUNDON, Tuesday. 

The first public production of Oscar Wilde s 
oft banned ‘‘ Salome,” at the Savoy Theatre, 
aroused rauch public interest, but playgoers 
who expected something of the sensational, 
exotic and, possibly, shocking, were disap- 
pointed. So much water has passed under 
the bridges since this kind of play came into 
vogue that not only the drama, but the pro- 
duction altogether, seemed rather out of date. 

For vears past we have had dramate 
societies producing plays, more or less in pri- 
vate, which have considerably exceeded any- 
thing that may be regarded as sensational in 
Salome.’ and have not been so theatrical 
or as dull in parts as it proved to be. That 
the language emploved 1s heautiful cannot be 
disputed, but for a play there is too much of 
it, and the long-drawn sweetness began to 
clog. 

The artists engaged made the most of their 
opportunities, and the lines were beautifully 
spoken throughout, while the acting was in 
many cases mgnificent. 

DIFFICULT PARTS. 

Miss Joan Mande, as Salome, did all she 
could to make the part a real one, -but she 
could not induce the andience to believe that 
she was a weman to bewitch Herod or any- 
body else. The part is one for an actress of 
outstanding genius or of very great experi- 
ence, and it is to the credit of this voung 
actress that she was able to do as much as 
she did. even in the dance of the seven veils, 
a severe test for anv actress.

Ghe Bracken H arvest. 


At the foot of the Dublin hills, as in 
the mountainous County of Wicklow, 
every small haggard now has a rick of 
faded bracken beside ithe more compact 
rick of hay. Every narrow lane that 
leads from the hillside has brown wisps 
of fern caught on the hedges or lying 
on the ground; for the bracken harvest 
has been cut and saved. It is used alto. 
gether for bedding, instead of the straw 
that is so much more precious; and the 
cattle seem to be quite content with a 
bed of bracken in their dimly lit houses. 
People who know say that as a ground- 
work for manure the faded fern is ef 
very little value, as it crumbles away 
instead of forming a solid mass. It costs 
nothing, however, except the labour of 
cutting it and of drawing it home, and 
for that reason it is very popular with 
the small farmers of the hilly districts.

A WIDER INTEREST. 

Proceeding, he said that af opening ad- 
dresses were of any real value to those who 
heard them, he thought they should contain 
something of constructive advice. What was 
the advice most needed by men setting foot 
in the profession of medicine? ‘* Work, and 
above all work,” many would say, but he 
thonght something more was called for to 
make the complete man. What did they feel 
most lacking in themselves and in many 
whom they met?

The great men 
of the medical world of all ages—and they 
had many connected with that school—were 
men who had hewn a way for themselves out 
of the rut: men who, brilliant in their pro- 
fessional achievements, unsurpassed in their 
medical knowledge, had still found time to 
acquire a wider learning which gave them the 
stamp of the educated man, and raised their 
profession in the eyes of the: world above the 
dead level of a trade.

O’Hagan and a man 
named Patrick J. Kelly, while acting as 
canvassers for the Waverly Book Company, 
had obtained commission from the sox 
by sending bogus orders to the firm. elly 
had been found guilty, with a strong recom- 
mendation to mercy. 

Mr. P. J. O'Hagan, who appeared for the 
accused men this morning, asked for mercy, 
stating that both had been well off. At one 
time O’Hagan had been earning £800 a year 
with an insurance compeny, but his downfall 
was due to drink. Kelly had fought in the 
Navy all through the war, and had come of 
respectable people. In the last couple of 
years he had fallen, bat was anxious to show 
the community that he was determined to go 
straight. 

Judge Devitt said that the prisoners had 

leaded guilty to offences which were second 
in seriousness in the eves of the law only to 
murder. It was clear that Kelly was a man 
of too much intelligence to spend his time in 
jail, but he should have remembered that 
there was no such thing known to the law 
as a forced loan, and that anybody who took 
money from another without the knowledge 
of that person was guilty of a very serious 
criminal offence. It was clear that O'Hagan, 
who had a wife and young children, had 
been swallowing in drink. the money which 
should have gone to his family, and he (the 
Judge) would have to see that that did not 
occur again. 

One thing which had pained him during the 
hearing of the case was the suggestion made 
glibly by Kelly that commercial travellers 
forged the names of their customers for the 
purpose of getting business. Commercial 
travellers in Trelund had deservedly a very 
high reputation, and to make the suggestion 
that they forged people’s names for the pur- 
pose of earning a few shillings was a terrible

Water ford Proposal.

WATERFORD, Tuesday. 

Mr. Austin A. Farrell, Secretary and 
General Manager to the Quay and Pilot Com 
mittee of the Waterford Harbour Commis 
sioners, has put forward a scheme for the 
development of the cross Channel trade. Mr 
Farreli’s proposal, which was outlined to the 
Commissioners, is the laying down of a new 
line of railway linking up with the old Dun 
garvan line, which fell into disuse as a 
terminus when the new bridge was erected 
across the Suir some years ago joining the 
north and south sides of the city. He now

B.A., who defended, drew attention to the 
fact that the summonses had all been signed 
by Mr. Patrick Devlin, J.P., Monevmore, 
who had made an arrangement with his 
creditors. He was not, therefore, entitled 
to act as a Justice of the Peace. 

The presiding magisirate (Mr. H. R. 
Jones, R.M.) held that the magistrates could 
hear the cases in which two of the de- 
fendants appeared. 

r. Millar contendéd that the summonses 
were no more m order than if they had 
been signed by a man on the street, and 
Mr. Young, (Crown  sgolicitor, who was 
present. held that view also. 

Mr. Millar further pointed out that if he 
agreed to the hearing of the cases there was 
nothing to prevent his clients bringing an 
appeal and stating that there had been no 
summonses before the Court of Petty 
Sessions. 

Eventvally Mr. Jones said that the wisest 
course for the magistrates to take would be 
to mark the summonses “na jurisdiction,” 
as the -Instice who had siened the summonses 
had at the time made an arrangement with 
his creditors.

IRISH CAME NATURALLY. 

“Thar is the way witu lem, said the 
master. “ His parents speak no Irish. He 
knew none when he came here. It is now 
natural to him to speak [rish.” 

I had gone to Mariborough street to see 
the Irish dancing. which, of course, w the 
only thing in the pupils’ studies that is not 
Gaelic. However, for some reason, possibly 
as a form of calisthenics, thig exercise 1s 
combined with musical drill. The expres- 
sions of dancing peasants do not vary much 
throughout Europe, and the variation to 
vhich our peasants are addicted is not 
worthy of the generic title “ Irish dancing. 
There is not much excuse for teaching it, as 
such, to the children of the denizens of this 
city. So far only the girls of Scoil Mhuire 
are learning “ Irish dances,’ and although 
the repressive method of immobile arms is an 
ugly and unnatural feature of this sort of 
dancing, the little girls enjoy the agility and 
they are so young and lissom ot limo tuat for 
want of something better it serves. These 
is music with it, and that is the most pleasing 
and most inspiring element. 


FOOTING IT TO A FIDDLE. 


yard of the schocl like peasant children at 
a cross-roads, and for half 

a jolly good tim. “footing it” to an old 
Irish air played by a fiddler. Physically 
and mentally they go back to their crowded 
classrooms all the fitter to. be taught and 
all the more able to learn. 

On a bright day the dancing class isa 
pleasant sight, and the Irish tunes are in 
keeping with the wholly Gaelic atmospiiere 
of their studies.

occupied the principal’s attention in 
English, I might have been in the Gael- 
tacht for the rest of my _ heanng. 
The boys engaged in whispering and 
suodued chattering, but all in Gaelic. 
As my presence had stopped study and was 
not good for «discipline, Í felt it incumbent 


to leave. 

A similar scene occurred in the Scoil 
Mhuire, where a lady teacher’s attention 
being occupied by me for a few moments, 
the relieved children indulged in Gaelic 
whispering as if they were miles from the 
old Norse-Anglo town of Dubhin. The 


sonally conducted to another class-room by 
a fair-haired dot in a blue frock. The 
instruction was given in Irish. When we 
were outside Í said to the little girl: ‘‘ You 
speak English as well as Irish?’’ She only 
nodded. With a polite little air she intro 
duced me in Gaelic to another teacher. 


TERMS BETTER UNDERSTOOD. 


Later that evening I had a conversation 
with Mr. © (Cathain, who stated that he would 
as soon draw his pupils from an entirely 
English-sneaking home as from an entirely 
Irish-speaking one. 

“These English-speaking children, ' he said, 
“ sneak their English with idioms in Dublin 
as elsewhere. Such idioms come naturally 
to them in Gaelic. From long experience, | 
know that it does nct matter so much whether 
the children come straight from an_Irish- 
speaking or English-speaking district Once 
they have learned Irish they learn other 
things naturally in it. That was my ex 
perience as a teacher in a bilingual schoo! in 
West Kerrv. I much preferred to get children 
from the FErglish-sneaking homes than those 
from what I might call the _ transitional 
villages. 

“ Trish is an excellent medinm for the 
teacliing of arithmetic, algebra and geometry. 
The English text-books are full of obsolete 
terms, words not used in ordinary speech, 
and the children do not understand them. 
The terms, especially in geometry and 
algebra, are basically natural in the Irish 
language. 

“ What does ‘ isosceles ’ 
He does understand ‘equal 
anzie’ in Trish.” 

Mr. O Cathain is convinced that there is 
a Gaeltacht in the making in Dublin. At 
the Marlborough street Schools. boys’ and 
girls’ there is every evidence of it.

Then and Now. 


Yesterday the Second Battalion of the 
Scots Guards marched from Aldershot to 
Windsor, a distance of twenty-two miles, 
in seven and a half hours. Every soldier 
carried an equipment of fifty-eight pounds’ 
weight, and none of the five hundred 
“fell out ’’ during the journey. It was a 
good march, and its raison d’étre was 
creditable to the Battalion, could 
have travelled by train, but preferred to 
avoid railway fares, and so to ‘‘do its 
bit ’’ in the cause of national economy. 
Some newspapers, however, have made a 
rather silly fuss over the matter, for 
which, we imagine, the Scots Guards will 
not thank them. The march is described 
as a feat of hardihood, and the men’s 
voluntary sacrifice of railway comfort is 
extolled in terms which recall the highly 
favoured crew of the good ship Mantel- 
piece. In former times long marches were 
a commonplace of military life. Any 
Roman legion was prepared to walk 
across Europe, day after day, at the 
steady rate of twenty-four miles a day. 
The old British Army did all its 
travelling on foot, and, after Marl- 
borough’s wars, young Laurence Sterne 
tramped through Ireland in the wake of 
his father’s regiment. Wellington 's 
soldiers made tremendous marches during 
the Peninsular War, and the retreat to 
Coruna was an epic of faith and courage. 
During the Indian Mutiny English and 
Irish regiments, burdened with the stiff 
uniforms and heavy equipment of those 
days, went into action with the dust of 
hundreds of miles upon their feet. Even 
now, it is said, the French Foreign 
Legion, marching under Africa’s torrid 
suns, thinks nothing of thirty miles a 
day; but in Europe the “ mechanisa- 
tion ” of modern armies has banished 
' foot-slogging,’’ and the soldiers’ full 
vigour is kept for the battlefield. We do 
not doubt, however, that, in this age of 
physical fitness, any battalion of the 
British Army or of the Irish Free State 
Army could give a fine show of long 
distance marching. If we fail to commend 
the Scots Guards’ economic gesture, it is 
only because we hesitate to increase the 
troubles of the Free State railways,

After the War, how- 
ever, the report of a British expert cleared 
the issues. The railway line was carried 
to Churchill, where operations proceeded 
apace, and the grain ship which arrived 
this week is designed to be the precursor 
of a regular service. The advantage of the 
short cut to exporters of grain and cattle 
is illustrated by the figures of compara- 
tive distances from the western centres. 
From Vancouver to Liverpool through 
Newfoundland the distance is 5,195 miles, 
and through Churchill 3,956 miles; from 
Edmonton, in Alberta, by the Pacific and 
the Panama Canal is 10,701 miles, and by 
Hudson Bay 4,082 miles. Viewed from 
this aspect, the success of the northern 
route seems to be assured, but the natural 
phenomena of navigation in the Bay must 
not be overlooked. The Canadian 
Government—which finances the first ex- 
perimental shipments—will undertake a 
survev of these waters, and also will pro- 
vide a fleet of ice-breakers to keep the 
passage open for as long a time as may 
be possible during the year.

THE GOLD STANDARD. 


EDITOR. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir.—If our present troubles are due, not to 
anv inherent defect in the gold standard, but 
to abuse of it, it is hard to see how matters 
will be helped by a composite metallic stan 
dard. such as Mr. Walsh suggests. The 
functions of the gold standard are—(1.) to 
furnish a standard of value for measuring 
innuwerable claims and counterclaims for 
exchange of goods and services wherever it 
obtains; (ii.) to provide an ultimate means of 
settlement for the small residuum that cannot 
be cancelled out by our present banking 
methods. i | 

Suppose a small, selí-contained community, 
where the butcher, baker, shoemaker and so 
on, live by exchanging their respective pro 
ducts. Evidently a small stock of gold, if 
that is their standard, would suffice for the 
periodical settlement of their differences. 
Suppose, however, that a ' hig man "" outside 
the village establishes heavy recurring claims 
upon them, and will not accept their bread 
and meat and boots. Evidently a scramble 
must ensue for the limited village stock of 
gold—it must be limited, if it is to fulfil its 
function as a standard of value. As more 
and more of it disappears into the big man's 
vauits, the value of the diminished residue 
must appreciate, and more and more of the 
buteher’s and = baker's earnings from one 
another and the shoemaker must be devoted 
to this perfectly sterile purchase of gold to 
satisfy the hig man. How will it help any of 
them to switch over to platinum, say, as a 
measure of value? It, too, must be limited 
to have any value, and more and more of it, 
in due course, must follow the gold into the 
hig man’s vaults. The basic indebtedness re 
mains the same, whatever the standard of 
value that measures it—-unless, of course “ou 
repudiate it by destroving the valr of the 
currency in which it is expressed by uncon- 
trolled inflation. 


diagnosis of the present crisis, it follows that 
it is not really a currency crisis; the latter 
is merely a secondary symptom. The mere 
fact of colossal indebtedness, of vast cl 
outstanding against one’s future, even if by 
hanking. devices thev could be held in 
suspense, must be disastrous, whether for 
individuals or nations.

DENOUNCED BY 
LLOYD GEORGE. 


“A GROSS RETRAYAL 
OF PARTY.”

[7 is understood from those in close touch 

with Mr. Lloyd George that he re- 
gards the decision of Liberal Ministers 
no longer to oppose an immediate general 
election, and to commit themselves to the 
consideration of a tariff policy as a gross 
betrayal alike of the interest of the 
country and of the party to which they 
profess allegiance. Their continued 
uttachment to the National Government, 
it is argued, may result in fastening the 
shackles of protection on the country for 
a generation, and will wreck the Liberal 
Party. | 

Even at this late hour it is hoped by 
those who stand by Mr. Lloyd George's 
attitude that all Liberals who still be- 
lieve in free trade will unite determinedly 
in its defence. Such a demonstration, if 
too late to save the situation to-day, would 
provide in the Liberal and free trade can- 
didates who survive the general election a 
nucleus of a new progressive party. 


LIBERAL CANDIDATES. 


The general election situation has 
created a good deal of confusion in Libera] 
ranks, says the Press Association Lobby 
Correspondent, and Sir Herbert Samuel 
encountered much criticism at a meeting 
of the Liberal Parliamentary Party, held 
at the House of Commons yesterday. The 
absence of any definite arrangements in 
the constituencies as between the candi- 
dates of one Ministerial party and 
another is regarded as likely to be fruitful 
of unnecessary strife among the sup- 
porters of the National Government. 
Liberal members foresee the possibility of 
a Conservative candidate and a Liberal 
candidate—both supporters of the National 
Government—fighting each other at the 
elections. 

It is evident that the Liberal leaders 
hope that the Ministerial parties will 
adopt an accommodating attitude towards 
each other in constituencies where there 
are three candidates. The suggestion is 
tleat the party whose candidate fared 
worst at the last election should stand 
down in the coming contest. 

Another question that excites attention 
in liberal ranks is the attitude to be 
adopted by Liberal headquarters towards 
Liberal free trade candidates who cannot 
be regarded as supporters of the National 
Government, 

These and many other questions were 
discussed at the Liberal Party meeting. 
Sir Herbert Samuel was criticised both by 
the free traders and by members of the 
Simon group, who did not put forward 
qualifications in regard to tariffs. <A 
motion was submitted by Mr. Hore 
Belisha, a member of the ‘ National 
Liberal’’ group, pledging the party to go 
to the country in support of the National 
Government, provided that the policy was 
unambiguously agreed and interpreted by 
the representatives of those parties making 
the national appeal, and provided also 
that satisfactory arrangements were made 
in the constituencies for supporters of that 
appeal. 


NO RACE MEETINGS ON 


ELECTION DAY.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE DATE 


UNCHANGED. 

As the general election will take place 
on Tuesday, October 27th, there will be no 
racing on that date. The Jockey Club, 
anticipating an election, had already 
given notice that racing under their rules 
will not take place on polling day. The 
racing affected will be the first day of 
the Newmarket Houghton Meeting. The 
Cambridgeshire, which is to be decided on 
the Wednesday, will not, therefore, be 
disturbed. 

The Stewards of the Jockey Club created 
a precedent in 1924, when, owing to the 
general election falling on the Wednesday, 
racing on that day was postponed, part 
of the day’s programme being run on the 
Thursday and part on the Friday, whilst 
three of the races which had not closed 
were withdrawn. In 1924 the Stewards 
of the Jockey Club gave as their reason 
for not holding racing the impossibility of 
obtaining police necessary for the proper 
conduct of the meeting. It is expected 
that an announcement in regard to the 
rearrangement of Tuesday’s programme 
of the Newmarket Houghton Meeting wi]! 
appear in the Racing Calendar this week.

In a leading article, The Times to-day 
savs:—The Prime Minister announced yes 
terdav that the dissolution of Parliament 
would probably take place to-day & 
yeneral election three weeks later. This 
unnouncement follows upon the decision of 
the Cabinet to skirt the mage obstacle 
to a joint appeal to the nation by e Iminating 
from the appeal, as it is believed, all positive 
reference to specific items of policy.

CABINET RESHUFFLE TO 
AVERT DEFEAT.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

ERMANY, like Britain, is in the 
throes of a great political crisis 
which—the aftermath of her desperate 
financial and economic position—may well 
have incalculable consequences for the 
country. : 
Adolph Hitler, the Zazi leader, sees the 
dawn breaking for him at long last, and is 
biding his time at Munich waiting for the 
collapse of the Bruening Government and 
for the day when he will take charge of 
Germany’s destinies—a day which may 

not be so far off as some people think. 

Chancellor Bruening. finding it impos- 
sible to carry on with his present Govern- 
ment owing to opposition within the ranks 
of his own supporters, has resolved to 
tender the resignation of the entire 
Government to President Hindenburg, 
probably to-morrow, and to re-form the 
Cabinet in such a manner as will, he hopes, 
placate his opponents and give him a 
victory in the Reichstag when that body 
re-assembles to-day week. 


‘*NON-PARTY”’ MINISTERS. 


The Chancellor, who has never shown 
a lack of courage when a crisis arises. has 
to-day dropped his Foreign Minister, Dr. 
Curtius, as a sop to his cpponents, but he 
intends to go further still and get rid of 
Dr. Wirth, Minister of the Interior. and 
Herr von Guerard, Minister of Communi- 
cations, and to fill the vacant posts, at the 
Ministries of Justice and Economics which 
have hitherto been in charge of the 
Departmental State Secretaries. 

The names of the new men are not vet 
known, but they are likely to be taken 
from the ranks of industry and commerce. 

The Chancellor’s aim is to have men in 
his Cabinet of no particular party who 
will find support among the bourgeois 
parties, thus avoiding any i 
Right " which would meet with the imme- 
diate and violent opposition of the 
Socialists, hitherto friendly to Dr. 
Bruening. i 

The danger is that the Chancellor. in 
his efforts, may fall between two stools. 
for if he embitters the Socialists. who 
regard the present position as serious, 
his Cabinet will be doomed when it meets 
the Reichstag. 


OPPOSITION CAMPAIGN, 


The ‘ National Opposition,’’ composed 
of the Nazis, the Nationalists, under 
Hugenberg, and some of the smaller 
parties, have already declared that they 
will wage war to the knife against a 
reconstructed Bruening » Government so 
long as it is dependent upon the Socialist 
votes, and that nothing less than a 
Government of the Right will satisfy 
them. 

The Nationalist chiefs. Hitler and 
Hugenberg, are meeting at Harzburg on 
Sunday the leaders of the Steel Helmet 
and other Nationalist organisations, a 
number of prominent industrialists,. and 
Jr. Schacht, the former Reichsbank 
President. There the programme of op 
position to Dr. Bruening is to be dra-yn 
up, and a manifesto issued demandinz 
that a purely Nationalist Government 
shall at once assume power if Germany 
is to be saved, 

If wr. Bry aiag fails Germany may, in 
desperation, be compelled to trv and get 
out of her present calamitous dilemma hy 
putting her fate in the hands of Adolph 
Hitler and Alfred Hugenberg. 

The cropping of Herr Curtius is mainly 
due to the ill-timed Austro-Qerman Cus 
toms Union plan, which he sponsored, the 
dropping of which in the face of France s 
determined opposition, proved a severe 
blow ‘9 his prestige. 

Dr. Curtius formally tendered his 
resignation as Foreign Minister to-day, 
savs an Kxchange message from Berlin, 
but he will be a member of the new 
Franco-German Economic (Commission, 
and also represent Germany at the Dhis- 
armament Conference. 


DOLES IN CASH AND KIND. 


Another emergency decree is to be issued 
to-day, the chief feature of which is that

The Conference decided on an increase in 
contributions from threepence to fourpence 
per member per vear. This increase in con- 
tributions 1s understood to refer only to the 
ordinary finances of the party, and the 
election fund will be largely gathered by 
special contributions. 

When the Conference was resumed 
discussion was continued of resolutions sub- 
mitted by the Executive “outlining the pro- 
gramme and policy of the party for the 
general election. 

Most important of those left over dealt 
with monetary banking matters and with 
trade policy, in which the tariff issue was 
raised, 

Mr. H. H. Elvin, Chairman of the Standing 
Orders Committee, announced that an emerg 
ency resolution had been received from the 
1.L.P. expressing great concern at reports 
which appeared to indicate repressive action 
by the police in connection with demonstra 
tions and processions of unemployed, par- 
ticularly in Glasgow, London, Liverpool and 
Salford ; and urging that. in view of the great 
uneasiness created in the public mind that 
harsh and unjustifiable measures were being 
taken to prevent the unemployed expressing 
their grievances in a constitutional manner.

M.P., moved a resolution on monetary and 
banking policy, reaffirming the view that the 
banking and credit system of the country 
could not continue to be left in private hands, 
and demanding that it should be brought 
under public control. It further recommended 
the formation of a National Board. with statu- 
tory powers in relation to both home and 
foreign investments. 

The resolution expressed the conviction that 
the aim of monetary policy should be to 
stabilise wholesale prices at a reasonable level. 
It condemned either currency inflation or any 
fresh attempt at deflation in order to force 
sterling ach to the old cold standard. It 
recommended that Great Britain should take 
the inttiative in causing an international con- 
ference to be called. with the object of arriv 
ing at a concerted monetary policy which 
would enable the world’s resources to be made 
available for the peoples who to-day were 
Starving in the midst of plenty.

This committee, which was 
represented by the Lord Mayor, Alderman 
Hubbard Clark and Mr. R. Briscoe, T.D., 
has already inspected the area, in company 
with officials from the Corporation s De- 
partments of Architecture, Engineering 
and Finance: They have formed the 
opinion that most of the buildings are in 
such a state of disrepair that the earliest 
opportunity will have to be taken to re- 
place them. 


BEAUTIFYING THE AREA. 


It is hoped that a scheme will be pro- 
posed which will provide for a large block 
of handsome buildings that will do justice 
to an important area of the city, especially 
in view of the proposed covering-in of the 
River Liffey on either side of O'Connell! 
Bridge to provide a space which can be 
made as ornamental as it will be useful. 
What is looked forward to is some general 
plan of unity and beauty in design 
befitting the heart of Dublin. 

The river site lends itseJf to a splendid 
prospect, while on the Fleet street side the 
ground could be improved out of all 
memory as the Corporation wills. The 
leases in Fleet street have all run out. The 
Electricity Supply Board have already 
erected there a building of distinctive 
architectural character—not necessarily to 
be imitated, but worthy of its place. 

Whatever is done now cannot be undone 
for many years, and, in the opinion of 
citizens whe are taking a deep civic interest 
in the future of Dublin as a well-planned 
city, the Corporation and City Manager 
have here an opportunity of accomplishing 
something of real worth. 


“BOMBING” OF 
ROME. 


MYSTERY AIRMAN 
IDENTIFIED. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

w seems certain now that the mystery 

airman, who ‘‘ bombed '” Rome with 
anti-Fascist pamphlets on Saturday night, 
is not an English knight called ‘ Sir 
Morris ” (as was reported in the evening 
papers), but an Italian ati-Fascist, domi- 
ciled in Paris, named Signor Lauro di 
Bosis. 

As fears are entertained that he may 
have fallen into the sea cn the way back 
from Italy, owing to the small amount of 
petrol he had on board, a French airman 
has left Antibes to search for him. It is 
understood that he has been commissioned 
for this task by private persons, but the 
authorities are also prepared to take 
action in the matter. 

The Prefect of Corsica, where he told 
friends on Saturday that he intended to 
land, has given instructions for a com- 
plete search to be made of the island. 
while it is also stated that the French 
naval authorities at Toulon intend to send 
vyunboats to carry out a search as well. 

The Air Union offices at Marseilles 
declare that their seaplane on the Mar- 
seilles-Ajaccio route yesterday saw An 
aeroplane being towed by a steamer off the 
coast of Sardinia. 


VERY LITTLE FUEL, 


The two Germans, who are said to have 
sold the machine to the mystery airman, 
arrived “with Signor di Bosis at the 
Marignane Aerodrome (Marseilles) on 
Saturday morning by air from Cannes. 
They launched, and soon after the Italian 
took off without warning. 

A letter was received from him, posted 
in Nice, saying that he had not gone to 
Barcelona, as he had told his friends, but 
that he intended to fly to Rome to drop 
pamphlets over the city and then to Jand 
in Corsica. When the Germans received 
this they informed the police. as they 
feared for his asfety in view of the small 
amount of petrol he carried. In the aero- 
plane, they stated, wes a number of large 
packets tivhtly bound with string. 

The leaflets dropped on Rome described 
Signor Mussolini as a “‘ second General 
Radetsky '—an Austrian general famous 
for his tvrannv in Milan in 1848. when 
North -Italy belonged to Austria—and 
reviled the Italians for continuing to 
submit to the yoke of Fascism. They were 
signed ‘‘ Alleanza Nazionale.’’ which is 
one of the last remaining secret Monarchist 
associations in Italy.

THE FUTURE OF STERLING. 

The exchange fluctuations following on the 
fall in sterling created unsettling conditions 
which are unfavonrable both to mternational 
finance and to international trade. Already 
the principal foreign countries are finding 
that there as no efficient alternative to the 
London Money Market, or to the method 
of settlement of world debts through ste~- 
ling paymenis and mceipts The world is, 
theretore, waiting fir some pronouncement 
as to the future po!'cy as regards sterling. 
It is my opinion that a definite statement 
ori the part of the British Government of 
its intention to return to the gold stan- 
dard in all its integrity, would result in a 
steady improvement in the present serious 
world conditions. 

A return to the gold standard and to the 
old parity of sterling with gold will neces- 
sarily be very gradual, and could not be 
finally undertaken until its maintenance 
could be. assured. Its realisation would 
depend, to a considerable extent, upon the 
final solution of the war debts and repara- 
tions problem ,a general adjustment in order 
to help international trade settlements, so 
as to » ihe of a sufficient flow of commodities 
from one country to another, and an under- 
standing between creditor pations as to the 
methods to be adopted in working the gold 
standard. Although, through the return of 
balances and gold to London as the result of 
the very serious conditions and uncertainty 
prevailing in other monetary centres of the 
world, sterling might conceivably return tc 
its normal pirity, yet it would be undesir- 
able to return to the gold standard until 
the steps I have mentioned have been taken. 

Notwithstanding what has happened, Lon- 
don, taking a Jong view, is still regarded as 
affording greater security and greater 
stability than any other centre, in addition to 
which no other centre enjoys the same con- 
ditions which render possible, in equal 
degree, the functioning of the London Money 
Market 


A TARIFF POLICY. 


Any such step as would lead to a per- 
manent devaluation of the £ must shake the 
world’s confidence in sterling, besides operat- 
ing unfairly to those who have saved and 
invested their money in sterling, both at 
home and abroad, as the gold value of their 
sterling investments and holdings, whatever 
they may be, would be thereby permanently 
reduced. 

The Government of the day may decide 
to adopt a policy of tariffs, for the safeguard- 
ing of certain industries or to prevent dump- 
ing, or for purposes of a general revenue. As 
a temporary measure, J think that, under pre- 
sent circumstances, having regard to the great 
faliing off in our exports and in our invisible 
earnings, the introduction of a carefully con- 
sidered tariff upon imports, in some form or 
another, more or less experimentally for a 
time, may be of real value, as helping towards 
greater employment in this country and 
towards a return to the gold standard, by 
equating our imports more nearly to our ex- 
ports, although without the assistance of in- 
visible exports it would be impossible to bring 
them to a point approaching equilibrium, The 
regaining of our invisibie earnings is, there- 
fore, a matter of the greatest importance, and 
will depend to a considerable extent upon our 
return to the gold standard. These invisible 
receipts, which in former years largely re- 
resulted from those conditions which made 
London the chicf monetary and commodity 
cerire, were an asset of great value, and were 
sufficient to make and produce a figure ap- 
proximating £150/200 millions per annum by 
way of profit to the country, which we were 
able to lend abroad, especially in the 
Dominions and Colonies, development, 
and these funds rendered it possible for the 
overseas borrowers to buy British goods, and 
thereby benefited our indutries. 


INFLATION TO BE AVOIDED. 


_ These invisible earnings arose, directly-and 
indirectiv, from the fact that London is the 
international money and commodity

It would be a great mistake to take anv

MORE GENEROUS TERMS 
WANTED FROM UNION. 


The annual genr~al meeting of the Leinster 
branch, I.R.F.U., was held in Jury's Hotel, 
Dublin, last night. His Honour Judge Cahir 
Davitt, President, was in the chair, and there 
was a big attendance of delegates. The 
officials present were :—Messrs. V. V. Dren- 
nan, hon. secretary; E. Solomons, hon.

The report of the hon. secretary showed the 
progress und continued popularity of the 
game in Leinster. In the season 1922-23 there 
were 50 clubs affiliated to the branch, includ.
